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the return of Germans to Slovakia. In the matter of repa- 
ration he used greater care, and gave .approxijnately the fol- 
lowing repJLy i 

”Thls matter will have to be settled as economic conditions 
will allov^ because we have to take into account the fac;.t 
that we shall find the entire mtlon erapoverlshed and thd.t 
personal economic concessions would scarecely be practicaole 
if justice is to be maintained."

The tfiLlks continued at a lunch in STEIOL^RAG (NCWAK). 

DDRCANSKT summed up the result of his present political acti- 
vity into the following points : • 

"'tflTe have gained good positions in the clerical and military 
circles In -the USA. The diplomatic and certain political 
'jircles of an atheist nature are still a little reserved# ♦ 
but even here we are penetrating, slowly but surely, and 
‘ certain' sighs are already apparent, indicating a change of 
opixilon# thus consolidating our relations# whicly:^ould 
lead to the victory 6f our cause. The situation in England 
and Prance is similar. In Germany our position is firm. 

Our publications are winning for us one position after 
another. We shall not cease in this . systematic work# it f 
is our very effective weapon fo]^ winning recognition and 
supporters in the very circles which were up to now' the?^ do- 
main . of the Czechs. These aucc ceded in making Fascists and 
military criminals of us after the war. Gradual^# however# ‘ - 
our putdicatlons as well as our personal cdStac.tiwith poli- 
ticiws are unveiling the true face of the Czech- politicians 
in exile# who are fully responsible for the present state of 
•affairs at hoae^m By means of these publlcatiozis we have al- 
ready p.jBaetrated to the highest places both Ih UNO# in the 
USA#' in Great Britain# France and Germany;. I cannot at pre^r 
sent ^eak opeh^ of the promises which have been made to me# 

' but I canssure you that Slovakia will be independent# be 
s4Jb As a so verelgn“ republic# or within the frame of some con- 
fSieratlon (Europe^).. The setting up of Independent ^Slovak 
military^ units li^purely ,pur concert. If we shoudd want themi 
we^shall have them. I am convinced thrt„there will not he a - 
single Slovak would not ^ want them. I . would like to se^ 
the American general who*^ would have the Slovaks fired on only 
because they .want to fight under /the Slovak flag# because they 
■ want freedom. The Jmsricans ai?e too. democratic for that, it\. 
is .therefore clear that it. depends on us whether we shall have 
Slovak units ^within the frame of the- European Army." * 
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DURCAJJSKY went on approximately as follows : 

"Ohe situation today is entirely different from th^ne in 19li5* 
Today the Western Powers are considerinp the Slovalcian question 
in a different light than at the time vhen they were biasely and 
falsely informed by the Czechs, One example : It is a well-knovm 
fact^that General MSTTCH was sent to Europe vrith the special 
ta^^of knockirij: the ground from under my feet by making me a 
war criminal. In spite of this I found ay way one and a half 
years ago to the American military authorities in Oennany with 
DO difficxilty. I had myself announced to an iUrerican Colonel^ 
and though it was almost 6 o'clock in the evening, he received 
me immediately* He looked at my visit card, then at me,, and 
during the following three quarters of an hour he asked me 
about four times s You are l>r* Durcansky? Yes, I replied, 
surprised by the question. He could not get over the fact. 

He laughed heartily.i They have painted you well here. A war 
criminal. And he labghed again. We spoke on the heartiest 
terms about the Slovak problems • about my plan for the future, 
and we parted almost two hours later on fidLendly terras.". 

According to a statement by Anton KAIT, who accompanied DUR- 
CANSKT, the latter received an invitation to a University ca- 
thedra-in Germany. Prior to this, he must however pay visits 
to London and Paris within next few weeks, where he has 
been invited and where he will haVe talks with political cl3>- 
cles. After these visits he will go to Bonn, to which he. has- 
likewise been invited, and he will then remains permanently in 
• Germany. He is to visit Austria again at the beginning of July 
1952 .
